Quits a sensation has been creat- 
ed throughout New England by the 
contention 1hat, because of their 
affliction, deaf-mute parents are 
unfitted to bring up their offspring 
A teat case will come up on the 
4th of February, in Boston, and if 
the d*af-mutes of "The Hob" are 
wise— that is, the married ones — 
they will assemble with their chil 
dren in the court, and by the testi- 
mony of their presence and appear- 
ance pat a quietus upon the libel 
ous proceedings that are worthy of 
the ignorance of the fifteenth cen- 
tury. 

It seems absurd, in this day 
of advanced civilization, that a re- 
spectable, educated and wide- 
awake parent, should be obliged to 
defend his right to care for his own 
child, simply because, in his youth, 
a fever had deprived htm of the 
tense of hearing. 

In this particular cane, the father 
is what one would term a *' model 
man," so far as good habits, general 
intelligence, inventive and creative 
capacity, are concerned. 

The children of deaf parents, as 
a rale, early develop an intelli- 
gence and capability that puts 
them in the lead of children whose 
parents have all their faculties. 
Go to any large school in any city, 
and if there be in one of the classes 
a child of deaf parents, that child 
will either rank at the head of the 
class or vary close to it. This is a 
challenge to doubters. 

The New England Gallaudet 
Association has work cat out for 
its next convention. For no matter 
what the outcome of the present 
ease, it will requires long campaign 
of education and demo ra to 

obliterate from the rn the 

general public the wrong impres- 
sion which the publicity in the 
Shaw case has made. It is very 
much harder to correct a false im- 
pression than it is to create a new 
one.
